his brothers in religion, his students, lit- 
tle people wherever he met them. He 
loved nature, literature. He saw all of 
these with his unique vision of life as he 
marched to the tune of a different drum. 

I often felt that he was one of the few 
“normal” persons I had ever met. The 
rest of us were neurotic, obsessive, driv-

He never built a building, never raised 
a lot of money, never administered an 
institution. Yet, in terms of intelligence 
he was brighter than most. Yet, being 
efficient, on time, orderly, were not his 
priorities.

Children and old people always under- 
stood and loved him because they had 
not made efficiency a god.

The St. Michael’s College Inter- 
national Student Program was 
started in the summer of 1954 
during the golden jubilee under 
the direction of Ernest A. Boulay. 
There are many special people 
who have been with the program 
since these early days. They in- 
clude Alice Thayer and Eugene 
O'Neill, both associate profes- 
sors of English as a second lan- 
guage. Gladys Keelty and Olga 
Stark are both professors emeri- 
tus. Norm Lacharite is the direc- 
tor of the ISP program and Rick 
Gamache is the Assistant Dean 
and Advisor to the ISP students. 

Back in ’54, the first students 
to arrive where French Canadi- 
ans.

I found these thoughts while fishing during my 
first sabbatical in 1976. At the end of this past semes- 
ter’s sabbatical, | still think they are true. 

The sabbatical is a time to go fishing. This special 
kind of fishing requires some leisure, some freedom 
from restraint, from routine, from habit; it is individ- 
ual-one trusts to luck at times; it offers new exper- 
iences in new and old waters; it makes possible the 
stimulus of other minds, diverse in opinion and di- 
verse in fishing equipment. 


French professor Dr. Anne McConnell spent her 
first semester sabbatical attending a variety of con- 
ferences and workshops. Most of these centered 
around a long time consuming interest of hers, the 
study of Franco-American culture. Long ago this in- 
terest brought her in contact with ACTION, an orga- 
nization for Franco-Americans in the Northeast. She 
is on ACTION’s board of directors, and stays in close 
contact with them. Professor McConnell also attend- 
ed a National Conference of the Association of Fran- 





some time writing. One of his pieces is an essay which elequently 
describes just what it is the sabbatical means: 


Above all, the sabbatical offers time, the kind of 
time Henry David Thoreau wrote about when he 
said: ‘Time is but the stream to go fishing in. | drink 
at it; but while I drink I see the sandy bottom and 
detect how shallow it is. Its thin current slides away 
but eternity remains. | would drink deeper; | would 
fish in the sky whose bottom is pebbly with stars.” 

After a semester’s sabbatical | hope to take my 
students on such an adventure, such a fishing trip. 





co-Americans near Lake Huron, as well as a work- 
shop in Montpelier given by a Quebec author. She 
also did research on population at the Library of 
Congress in Washington, D.C. as part of her study of 
Franco-American culture. Closer to home, Professor 
McConnell gave a series of lectures in Northern Ver- 
mont on the American version of French and its 
value as a language. In Vermont, especially, French 
culture is very important to many people, as a good 
portion of the state’s population is of French origin. 











Professor Kathy Rupright of the Spanish Depart- 
ment has been spending her second semester sab- 
batical finishing up her masters degree in French. 
She will receive it from Middlebury College this sum- 
mer.

In 1962, he came to St. Michael’s College as a 
lecturer in humanities. The Art Department was 
then formed. He was the college’s first artist in 
residence during the days of Miketown. He has 
done portraits of Fr. Alliot, Jeremiah Durick and 
Vincent Ross. In 1971 he received a faculty recog- 
nition award and that year the Sloane Art center 
was dedicated to him. Mr. Sloane was one of the 
first professor emertus’s at the college. 

He is a gentle, giving, patient, humble indepen- 
dent and trusting man. His life has been devoted 
to art, beauty, ideals and aesthetics.

The Society of St. Edmund was founded after Edmund Rich, 
archbishop of Canterbury, England. He would journey to Rome, 
Italy through France and died their in 1240. His body is enshrined in 
the village of Pontigny, France. The religious community at the 
abby of Pontigny named itself after St. Edmund after he was 
cannonized. During the 19th century the government of France 
suppressed religious communities. In 1891 the society sent mem- 
bers to open a mission for French speaking Catholics of Vermont. 
The Bishop of Burlington asked the society to establish a college 
and in 1904 St. Michael’s opened. 

The Edmundites retain many French customs in their celebra- 
tions. The Pontifany is celebrated with a ‘bean in a cake’, the 
recipient of which is selected as the ‘King for the day’. They share 
a special French dinner on Mardi Gras to celebrate before the 
beginning of the lenten season. The Reveillion’ celebration comes 
from the French word meaning ‘wake up’ for midnight mass on 
Christmas eve. 

Jean Mery whose name was anglisized to Jemery, one of the 
first presidents of the college, planted St. Joseph metals (one of 
the society’s patrons) around the campus to ensure that the prop- 
erty would remain in the hands of the Edmundites. His faith 
resulted in the reality of that dream. 

The Edmundites are an integral part of the college’s past and 
future. They have given selflessly to enhance the community. For 
80 years they have been a distinctive aspect of the college and 
their efforts are sincerely appreciated.

INETEEN EIGHTY-FOUR is less than four years 
away, but the class of 1984 enrolled this 
fall.
